WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—/'Sinster 
influences have been at.work in Amer- 
ica for more than one hundred years 
to keep American ships from the 
seas,’ Senator Underwood, Democrat, 
Alabama, declared today during de- 
bate on a resolution by Senator 
Poindexter, Republican; Washing- 
ton, calling for a complete account- 
ing from the shipping board and the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation.
